as Approved by the Executive Board April 24, 1959 
and Recommended for Passage at the 1959 Conference 


CHANGE NUMBER l. 


Article V. Executive Board 
Section 1. Composition. 

The Executive Board shall be 
composed of the officers of the 
Association, the immediate past 
president, the chairman of each 
Section of the Association and 
representatives of the Associa- 
tion on the American Library 
Association Council. The Bul- 
letin editor, the Chapter Chair- 
men, and the chairmen of all 
committees shall be invited to 
attend all meetings of the Execu- 
tive Board and shall have the 
tight to speak on any questions, 
and to suggest motions for the 
Executive Board's consideration 
but not the right to vote. 
Proposed revision: 


After “immediate past presi- 
dent’’ insert ‘‘two members-at- 
large." 


CHANGE NUMBER 2. 


Article V. shall be Article VI. 


CHANGE NUMBER 3. 


Article VI. Members-at-large. 
There shall be two members-at- 
large on the Executive Board to 
serve for a term of two vears. 
one to be elected annually.* 
The members-at-large — shall 
serve in an advisory capacity 
and have the right to vote. 


CHANGE NUMBER 4. 


Article VI shall be Article VII. 
Article VII shall be Article VIII. 
Article VIII shall be Article IX. 


CHANGE NUMBER 65. 


Article IX. Committees, 
Change Section 2 to Section 3. 
Section 2. Finance Committee. 
There shall be a Finance Com- 
mittee of four members which 
shall draw up the budget and 
shall oversee the financial mat- 
ters of the Association. The 
treasurer shall act as chairman 
of the committee and the com- 
mittee shall include the presi- 
dent-elect. 

Change Section 3 to Section 4. 


CHANGE NUMBER 6. 


Article IX shall be Article X. 

Article X shall be Article XI. 

Article XI shall be Article XII. 
Article XII shall be Article XIII. 
Article XIII shall be Article XIV. 
Article XIV shall be Article XV. 
Article XV shall be Article XVI.

If this is voted upon affirmatively by 
the Association, the Nominating Com- 
mittee shall be prepared to present 
two candidates for members-at-large, 
one to be elected for a one-year term 
and one to be elected for a two-year 
term; then beginning 1961, the mem- 
ber-at-large elected for the one-year 
term shall be succeeded by one elected 
for a two-year term.

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My Year With The Free Library 
of Philadelphia

The months I have just spent 
with the Free Library of Philadel- 
phia have brought me a most re- 
warding and enjoyable exper- 
jence. 

This is due, in part, to the staff 
of The Free Library, to the friendly 
hospitality and helpfulness of all 
of them and to the fact that my 
stay with the Library was very 
carefully planned * to enable me 
to learn about the many tasks per- 
formed by its system. I had an 
opportunity to wark in most of 
the subject departments in addi- 
tion to the Rare Book, Public Doc- 
uments, and Print and Picture De- 
partments of the Central Building, 
as well as in its Children’s Room. 
In addition I worked in one of the 
branches and on all three of the 
bookmobiles. 

The first part of this program 
acquainted me with the collec- 
tions of the library, and I have 
been very much impressed by the 
wealth and variety of these, es- 
pecially in certain subjects; first 
of all in music and art, then in 
history, particularly in American 
and in modern and medieval his- 
tory, and in literature. 

The system itself of having the 
reference work and_ the _ initial 
book selection distributed among 
subject departments seems excel- 
lent. The quality of service which 
a- specialized staff provides on 
these two points is an advantage 
which certainly .outweighs the 
small unavoidable disadvantages, 
such asthe necessity of duplicat- 
ing certain books or of the need 
which one library has in referring 
the patron to a-librarian in another 
department. This system does not 


work quite so well for the period- 
icals as it does for the books them- 
selves as. of course, the subject 
classification of a periodical is al- 
ways very delicate, let alone the 
cases in which it can be nothing 
but arbitrary. This, however, 
could be relatively easily cor- 
rected -by placing more and more 
complete indexes of the periodi- 
cals and their locations at the dis- 
position of the public. 

I have been particularly in- 
terested in the new ‘‘contract plan” 
with certain publishers. It has 
been devised to acquire and pro- 
cess books ahead of their publica- 
tion’ date, so that copies will be 
made available to the public by 
the time they are reviewed in mag- 
azines and widely advertised. lt 
may prove to be a wonderfully 
practical and efficient way to cope 
with: this old plague of all large 
libraries—the time a reader has 
to wait before a book, already 
purchased by the library, is really 
made available to him. Solving 
this problem is very likely tke best 
thing a library can do to improve 
its public relations as well as its 
service. 

Most of my time has been spent 
in the central building and, profes- 
sionally speaking, it is certainly 
there that I have learned more 
about the administrator, the public 
and human relations policies of 
the Free Library (the last so im- 
portant in insuring the smooth and 
coordinate working of its large 
system). These have mostly in- 
terested me, although I realize that 
the library probably shares these 
features with many other Ameri- 
can institutions. More unique, 








certainly, is the kind of special- 
ized services some of its depart- 
ments provide—I do not suppose, 
for instance, that many public li- 
braries, even in this country. 
would offer to their patrons a cir- 
culating collection of cuneiform 
tablets, as does the Rare Book De- 
partment of the Free Library, or 
one of orchestral parts, as does 
its Fleisher Collection. And even 
from the point of view of public 
library service, it is certainly 
good to have a few rare and un- 
usual collections which some 
people may get to know who 
otherwise would not have had this 
opportunity, or would not have 
thought to avail themselves of the 
opportunities other libraries or 
museums could offer them. 
Nevertheless, interesting as the 
work in the central library was, 
the weeks I personally enjoyed 
most were the ones spent in Ken- 
sington Branch. Branch work cer- 
tainly gives one more possibilities 
to get in contact with the public 
itself, as well with the readers 
who come regularly or occasion 
ally to the library as with the 
other agencies in the community. 
I was given an opportunity to vis- 
it some of the schools and talk 
with the teachers and the children 
and was able to speak with a 
group of teenagers after they had 
held a meeting in the library. 
This experience taught me some- 
thing about myself. Although I 
had practically always, in my 
work in Belgium, been in contact 
with the public, I had never fully 
realized that it was that part of my 
job which I liked most. Now that 
I have been at times working on 
special projects without meeting 
the public, and then, at other 
times, doing mostly desk work. I 
understand that the thing I appre- 
ciate most is this rewarding con- 
tact with so many people of differ- 





ent backgrounds, interests and 
personalities. 

Branch work, as well as work 
with children and _ bookmobile 
service was, too, a novel experi- 
ence. I had never worked in q 
public library before and the work 
in the central library was much 
like that performed in our own 
National Library. In Kensington 
Branch, on the contrary, it was 
much more typical of public libra- 
ry service or, at least, of my con- 
cept of it. 

My concept is derived from 
living in Belgium, where public 
libraries are very much like the 
branches of the Philadelphia sys- 
tem, except that they are usually 
not connected with one another, 
nor part of a centrally organized 
system. The main reason for this 
is that cities are, of course, gener- 
ally much smaller than in this 
country. Besides that, a large 
city like Brussels. which has more 
than half the population of Phila- 
delphia, is split into several 
smaller municipalities, each one 
having its own administration 
and, consequently, its own public 
library. These libraries would 
certainly be able to provide better 
service if they were joined togeth- 
er in one large system as they 
are, for instance, in Philadelphia. 
However, the inconveniences of 
the present set-up are not so great 
as it seems at first view, because 
the short distances existing be 
tween the different cities of a small 
and heavily populated country 
make it easy for most people to 
have access to the research and 
reference libraries; the National 
Library (Bibliotheque Royale) in 
Brussels, the reference libraries in 
Antwerp (municipal) ‘and in 
Hasselt (provincial) and the libro- 
ries of the four universities and 
the numerous special schools of 
college-level established in differ: 
ent cities. The inter-library loan 
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makes the resources of the Nation 
ql Library available to people all 
over the country through their 
local libraries. Nevertheless, the 
need for more reference service at 
the local level exists and a proj- 
ect has been made for establish- 
ing, in each of the most important 
urban areas, a library called “de 
degré Moyen.” These libraries 
will provide very much the same 
kind of services as does the typi 
cal American public library.

National Library Week in Pennsylvania

National Library Week, 


Increased attendance and circu- 
lation were the results of National 
Library week in many locales, 
but to a far greater degree the 
benefits of the second annual pro- 
motion as reported by 53 libraries 
in Pennsylvania indicate a great 
upsurge of interest and a growing 
awareness of libraries throughout 
the State. General community 
support, backing for new build- 
ings, growth of friends. member- 
ships and gifts of funds and books 
were concrete evidence of the en- 
thusiasm ignited by the combina- 
tion of national publicity, state- 
wide endorsement and local par- 
ticipation. 

There were over 200 local news- 
paper stories and at least fifteen 
editorials reported. They appear- 
ed in 90 weeklies and 55 dailies 
in Pennsylvania. 

More than 15 television stations 
used the Disney films, telops, spot 
announcements and locally plan- 
ned programs. Some 50 radio 
Stations used materials supplied 
by National Headquarters, pro- 
duced local shows and gave over 
300 spots.

Seventy-five events in libraries 
consisted of open house, recep- 
tions, story hours, coffee hours, 
industrial displays and lectures. 
Approximately 50 additional Na- 
tional Library Week events were 
held in the community outside the 
reporting libraries. 

Local committees noted about 
150 window displays in their com- 
munities. Mail enclosures were 
provided by seven large utilities 
and industrial organizations. 

The Jaycees, AAUW, PTA’s 
and Toastmaster Clubs, along 
with service organizations and 
Chambers of Commerce, partici- 
pated widely on local NLW Com- 
mittees. In most instances 
Friends and Trustees spearhead- 
ed the local activity and occasion- 
ally provided financial assistance 
for publicity materials. Over 130 
churches were commended for 
their cooperation in the reports 
from local libraries. 

Bookmarks, posters, streamers. 
table tents, billboards and book- 


lists were used throughout the 
State. They were distributed by 
boy and girl scouts, women’s 








clubs and service organizations. 
They appeared in super markets, 
department stores, restaurants, 
banks, hotels and in the schools. 
The most useful materials were 
streamers, posters and _ book- 
marks; the least useful were table 
mats. 

All reporting libraries were fav- 
orable in their evaluation of NLW 

75% of them reported an ex- 
cellent response. Suggestions for 
next year include requests for in- 
expensive streamers and posters 
in great quantities. A special 
plea was made for unfolded post- 
ers. Prepared speeches with pro- 
visions for local emphasis were 
requested for librarians, local gov- 
ernment officials and Board mem- 
bers. 

A number of small libraries that 
had no reports to make this year 
were very encouraging to the 
State Committee in communicat- 
ing an interest in organizing 
events and activities next year. A 
number of others who made this

Some 500 people attended the dedica- 
tion of the Pius XII Memorial Library at 
Saint Francis College, Loretto, on May 2. 
The ceremonies began at 10:30 A.M. with 
a Pontifical Mass of Thanksgiving in the 
Immaculate Conception Chapel; following 
the Mass there was a dinner for the clergy 
and Ecclesiastical guests. 


Forty-five colleges and universities were 
represented in the solemn dedication cere- 
monies and Academc Convocation. At 
the Convocation Father Kevin Keelan, 
college president, conferred honorary Doc- 
tor’s degrees on five recipients, among 
whom were the Reverend Daniel P. Falvey 
O.S.A., librarian and chairman of the Li- 
brary Science Department of Villanova 
University and Laurence A. Leavey, assis- 
tant librarian at St. Vincent College. The 
Reverend Vincent Negherbon, T.O.R., col- 
lege librarian since 1947, received a cita 
tion from the Western Pennsylvania unit 
of the Catholic Library Association.

New Library Legislation 


Seven bills concerning public library development were intro- 
duced in the Pennsylvania House of Representatives, June 1, 1959. 
They embody 15 of the major recommendations of the Governor's 
Commission on Public Library Development. 


HOUSE BILL 1783—Amending the Act of June 23, 1931, P. L.1203, this 
bill provides for a new State aid plan for public 
libraries and funds for demonstration and promo- 
tion of library service in areas where none now 
exists, to be administered by the State Library. 


HOUSE BILL 1784—-Amending the Administrative Code, Act of April 
9, 1929, P. L. 177, this bill creates an Advisory 
Council on Library Development. 


HOUSE BILL 1785—Amending the Act of July 20, 1917, P. L. 1143, this 
bill includes three of the Commission’s recommen- 
dations: (1) Authorizing the designation of district 
library centers; (2) Permitting municipalities to tax 
for public library purposes at a level of three (3) 

mills instead of the present two mills; (3) Calling

for municipal representation (either chosen by the 
electorate or appointed by duly elected officials) as 
a majority on the boards of libraries established 
in the future and which receive public funds, 


A new bill which instruments the Commission 
recommendation for a capital improvements pro. 
gram for public libraries on a matching State-logg] 
basis. (This is the only bill in the group containing 
an actual appropriation.) 


A new bill authorizing a training program for 
persons desiring graduate library education. 


Amending the School Code (Act of March 10, 
1949, P. L. 30) this bill includes three Commission 
recommendations: (1) Enabling State Teachers 
Colleges to act as district library centers in areas 
where public libraries of sufficient strength do not 
exist; (2) Permitting school districts to tax for public 
library purposes at a level of two mills instead of 
the present one mill; (3) Prohibiting support of a 
new public library by a school district where on 
existing public library meets minimum standards 
for participation in State aid. 


Amending the Administrative Code, Act of April 
9, 1929, P. L. 177, this bill embodies four of the 
specific recommendations of the Governor's Com- 
mission: (1) Definition of a public library; (2) 
Authorizes establishment of regional resource 
centers; (3) Authorizes certification of library per- 
sonnel, including automatic certification of those 
now employed; (4) Provides for modernization and 
expansion of the State Library’s duties so they are 
in line with current practice and thus enable the 
State Library to conduct the library development 
program.

National Library Week, 1960 


The Steering Committee for National 
Library Week has announced April 39 
as the dates for the observance in 1960.

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Lincoln Sesquicentennial 
Observance at Allegheny 


College 
Some 200 Abraham Lincoln 
enthusiasts including represent- 


atives of a dozen historical soci- 
eties. several Civil War Round 
Table groups, and three members 
of the Hamilton, Ontario, Lincoln 
Fellowship heard David C.Mearns, 
chief of the Manuscript Division 
of the Library of Congress and a 
distinguished scholar in the field 
of Lincolniana, deliver the main 
address at an Allegheny College 
observance of the sesquicenten- 
nial year of the birth of the six- 
teenth president. 

The program was arranged by 
Philip M. Benjamin, Reis Libra- 
tian at Allegheny, in conjunction 
with Dr. Stanley S. Swartley, cura- 
tor of Allegheny's Tarbell-Lincoln 
collection, and the faculty library 
committee. 

Mr. Mearns’ talk, entitled ‘En- 





grafted Angel,” dealt with the 
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work of Carl Sandburg, Ida M. 
Tarbell, and the Reverend Mrs. 
Phebe Ann Coffin Hanaford, first 
woman biographer of Lincoln. 
Mrs. Hanaford's book, Abraham 
Lincoln: His Lile and Public Ser- 
vices. appeared late in 1865. 

Of Miss Tarbell, the ‘engrafted 
angel,’ an Allegheny graduate 
of 1880, Mr. Mearns quoted Paul 
Angle as saying that ‘‘no discern- 
ing Lincoln student can recall her 
work with anything but respect... 
her work, more than that of any 
other author, shifted popular in- 
terest from the administration of 
Lincoln to the human qualities 
which have struck a universal re- 
sponse of mankind.” 

The day’s events included a 
morning coffee hour in the libra- 
ry's Lincoln and Craig Rooms and 
Tarbell Balcony, a luncheon at- 
tended by 120 at David Mead Inn, 
the Mearns’ address in Henderson 
Auditorium of Quigley Hall, fol 
lowed by a public reception in 
the Peters Faculty Lounge in 
Quigley. 


Hergesheimer Scholarship

Explanation: 

If PLA is to carry on an expanded program of services it needs a 
larger income. At the present time the dues paid by the lowest income 
group of individuals, by trustees and interested persons, falls short 
of the cost of the Bulletins sent to them annually. The same is true 
of the subscription price of the Bulletin. The reason for raising these 
categories of dues is obvious. 


In 1959 the cost of running the Association will probably exceed 
income as it did in 1958.

You will be interested to know 
of some of the activities of the 
headquarters office of the Penn- 
sylvania Library Association in 
Harrisburg during the few months 
since publication of our last Bul- 
letin. Most of the activity of the 
Executive Secretary and myself 
has been directed to support of 
proposed legislation resulting from 
the recommendations of the Gov- 
ernor's Commission on library de- 
velopment. 


By direction of the Executive 
Board. Mrs. Herbert Frankenfield 
has been employed on a part-time 
basis during the past several 
weeks, and probably for the next 
several weeks, to represent the 
Library Association on Capitol 
Hill. Mrs. Frankenfield has spent 
two days per week here seeing 
legislators, informing them of our 
problems and asking their support 
for legislation to implement library 
service and facilities. She has 
headquarters here in the McCor- 
mick Building of the Harrisburg 
Public Library where she shares 
the office of the Executive Secre- 
tary. She has been released for 
this work by the Board of Trustees 
of the Norristown Public Library 
and the Executive Board of PLA 
has authorized payment of her 
expenses up to $1,000.00. I can 
assure the membership that the 
results to date have proved that 
this was a wise decision by the 
Board. 


We have printed, at PLA ex- 
pense, 30,000 copies of a brochure 
entitled, "What's Missing on the 


Pennsylvania Scene?” By the time 
this is in print, a copy of the bro- 
chure will have been mailed to the 
entire membership. A supply for 
distribution to key people in your 
area will be available upon re- 
quest to the State Library. 


The PLA scholarship of $500.00 
was awarded this year to Drexel 
Institute, on recommendation of 
the Scholarship committee, of 
which Richard L. Brown, librarian 
of the Reading Public Library, is 
chairman. The scholarship was 
named in honor of Alice R. Eaton, 
formerly librarian of the Harris- 
burg Public Library.

Moody Collection of Australian Literature 


at 


The Pennsylvania State University

Since 1941 The Pennsylvania 
State University has been build- 
ina a collection in Australian Lit- 
erature which now exceeds 2,000 
volumes. A course in British 
Commonwealth Literature was 
approved by the University Sen- 
ate during that same year at the 
instance of Professor William S. 
Dye, Jr., Head of the Department 


f English Literature. Dr. A. Bruce 
Sutherland, Professor of English 
Literature. developed the course 


and has been in charge of build- 
ing up the collection. 


During the war years not much 


could be done to acquire materi- 
als. However, since that time a 
steady growth has been possible. 
This was stimulated by a Ful- 
bright Grant to Professor Suther- 
land and a gift of books and 
works of art from Mrs. M. W. 
Moody of Australia in 195] in 


memory of her two sons who were 


killed in World War II. 
The

Collection is now among 


strongest in the United States 


and has attracted Australians, 
visiting the States, to University 
Park. It is identified as the 


Thomas and Henry Ingram Moody 
Collection of Australiana. 


A special printed report on the 
‘ollection was published by the 
Library in 1957. Since then, a 
‘considerable amount of material 
1aqsS peen added. 

Works of more than three hun- 
red and fifty authors are _ in- 
‘luded. The following are repre- 
ented among a score of nine 


teenth century authors: Charles 
H. Allen, George B. Barton, Thon- 
as A. Browne, Victor James Daley. 
Ernest Favanc, George Game, 
Henry C. Kandall, Thomas Heney, 
Mrs. Arthur Martin, Richard Rowe 
and Reve Warden. 


Among the many twentieth cen- 
tury writers, some forty are repre 
sented by four or more titles. A 
few of these are: Louis Becke, 
Martin Boyd. Clarence Dennis, 
Edward Dyson, Miles Franklin 
Joseph Furphy, Henry Lawson, 
Norman Lindsay, Rosa _ Praed, 
Henry Handel Richardson, and 
Douglas Stewart. 


Ferguson's Bibliography of Aus- 
tralia, of which the first two vol: 
umes are now rare, is in the Col- 
lection in complete form, together 
with E. M. Miller's Australian 
Literature from its Beginnings to 
1935, and other bibliographical 
guides. 


In addition to books and period: 
icals, the Moody Collection in 
cludes 32 oil paintings by Aus 
tralians, more than seventy en 
gravings, etchings and _ severa! 
pieces of sculpture. To supple 
ment this portion of the Collection 
Mrs. Moody has provided a small 


reference collection on Australian 
Art. 


Although the bulk of the Col 
lection is in literature, there are 
some works on travel and history 
to give background for the liter 
ature.

The Executive Board met at the 
Penn-Sheraton Hotel in Pittsburgh 
on April 24 at 10 A.M. The meet- 
ing was called to order by the 
President, Daniel Healey. 


Donald Riechmann moved that 
the Executive Board instruct the 
By-Laws and Procedure Book 
Committee to revise the By-Laws 
to create a Finance Committee of 
four members, two of whom shall 
be the President-Elect and the 
Treasurer, to assist the Treasurer 
in drawing up the budget and 
overseeing the financial affairs of 
the Association. The motion was 
carried. The President is to ap- 
point a Finance Committee to 
serve until the proposed Finance 
Committee can be officially set 
up. 

The Treasurer was instructed 
to transfer the amount of $2,192.26 
from the Mt. Lebanon Federal and 
Loan Association to a savings ac- 
count in a recognized savings 
bank which is F.D.I.C. insured. 


The Section Chairmen, Chapter 
Chairmen and Committee Chair- 
men presented reports on the ac- 
tivities of their groups. 


William R. Oliver, Chairman of 
the Trustees Section, reported on 
the success of the trustees meeting 
called by Governor Lawrence in 
Harrisburg, and also on the Trus- 
tees and Librarians Institute held 
in Greensburg on April 8. He 
suggested that librarians through- 
out the state urge their trustees to 
attend ALA. The Executive Board 
authorized the Trustees Section to 
mail whatever is considered de- 
sirable throughout the state. 


Because of possible conflict in 
scheduling district meetings, Jo- 


seph Myers suggested that the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary be instructed to 


send a letter to Chapter Chairmen

asking that they clear dates of 
meetings with the Extension Li. 
brarian of the State Library and 
that the By-Laws «and Procedure 
Book Committee add this to the 
duties of the Executive Secretary, 


Anne Skoog, Editor of the PLA 
Bulletin, reported that the printing 
of the Bulletin has been changed 
from Scranton to Harrisburg to 
expedite publishing and that the 
Executive Secretary is now Assis- 
tant Editor. 


Mrs. Daub, Chairman of the By- 
laws and Procedure Book Com- 
mittee. made her report on sug- 
gested changes in the By-laws to 
be presented to the membership. 
Harold Hayden moved that the 
report be accepted with the al- 
ternate proposal concerning mem- 
bers-atlarge. The motion was 
carried with one dissenting vote. 


Agnes Krarup, Chairman of the 
Library Development Committee, 
reported that she has appointed a 
sub-committee, the Information 
Committee, under the chairman- 
ship of Mrs. Georgia Coyle, which 
has been contacting people in 
various communities. After dis- 
cussion as to best use to make of 
Committee funds, it was suggest- 
ed that Daniel Healey send a let 
ter to the Board of the Norristown 
Library expressing the apprecia- 
tion of PLA for what Mrs. Franken- 
field has done as Chairman of the 
Legislative Committee. The Ex 
ecutive Board approved the ex 
penditure of Committee funds for 
expenses Mrs. Frankenfield in- 
curred in carrying out her work; 
for the printing of a brochure to in- 
form people about Pennsylvania's 
libraries; and for securing reprints 
of the article, ‘Pennsylvania's 
Public Libraries” by Agnes Krarup 
in the Carnegie Magazine, v. 33, 
no. 5, May 1959. 
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Agnes Krarup stressed the need 
for contacts with rural legislators. 
A letter, strongly recommending 
library development in Pennsyl- 
vania, written by the Somerset 
Grange, was read.

Keith Doms was appointed 
Chairman of a committee to ex- 
plore the possibility of Erie as the 
1960 convention site and funds 
were allocated to do this. 


Keith Doms reported a profit of 
$1,573.79 for PLA from the 1958 
Middle Atlantic Regional Con- 
ference. 


The date of the York Conference 
was changed to October 1-3. The 
Executive Board approved a one- 
day pre-conference at the State 
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Library. Executive Board Meet- 
ings at York will be scheduled for 
October 1 at 4:30 P.M. and the 
morning of October 3. 


The History Committee recom- 
mends that the Executive Board 
recognize the great service per- 
formed by the History Committee 
in organizing historical materials; 
that the need for a history is not 
sufficiently urgent at this time for 
a special effort to make toward 
publishing a history; that the pro- 
posed index to the PLA Bulletin 
be made available at headquar- 
ters or published if inexpensive; 
and that if a responsible volunteer 
offers to prepare a written history 
of PLA the full range of materials 
be made available to him and he 
be encouraged to proceed. Mary 
Wheatley moved that the report 
be accepted and that the commit 
tee be dismissed. The motion 
was carried. 


Mr. Keator has completed the 
index to volumes 1-13 of the PLA 
Bulletin and submitted a sample 
page to the Board. The Executive 
Board has decided to print the in- 
dex, the size to conform with the 
Bulletin, at a cost not to exceed

A study of the position of Ex- 
ecutive Secretary and its duties 
will be made in a year or so.

The Northeastern Pennsylvania 
Library Association met May 2 
at College Misericordia, Dallas. 
Donald A. Riechmann, Vice-Pres- 
ident of PLA, extended greetings 
from PLA, and Ernest E. Doers- 
chuk, Jr., Director of Extension, 
State Library, spoke on the Penn- 
sylvania Library Development 
Program. Mary I. Barrett, King's 
College, moderated a panel dis- 
cussion on ‘Togetherness - Plan- 
ning Cooperatively tor the Best in 
Resources and Services for Our 
Communities."” At the afternoon 
session of the College and Ref- 
erence Section, Mary I. Barrett 
reported on the Union Catalog. 
At the present time the catalog 
holds 563,000 cards and is cur- 
rently listed in the ALA Directory 
as bibliographic center of North- 
eastern Pennsylvania. Mrs. Nada 
Vujica, Wilkes College, gave a 
report of a survey of the faculty 
status of college librarians. Ques- 
tionnaires were sent to colleges 
and universities in the three Mid- 
dle Atlantic states New York, 
New Jersey, and Pennsylvania - 
and the response was as follows: 
98 - all librarians have profession- 
al-academic rank; 21 - only head 
librarian has the rank; 17 - do not 
have the rank; 17 - do not have 
the rank, but have all the faculty 
privileges, not the title.

Late Bulletins 


Six of the seven bills implement- 
ing the Pennsylvania Library De- 
velopment Plan have been passed 
by the House of Representatives 
in Harrisburg. All six were ap- 
proved by large margins. 

The seventh bill (HB 1786) is 
still in the House Appropriations 
Committee. According to Mrs. 
Pearl Frankenfield, PLA's legisla- 
tive representative in Harrisburg, 
the House committee has not ap- 
proved any bills calling for appro- 
priations for new programs and 
probably will not do so until the 
budget-taxation problems are re- 
solved. HB 1786 is the bill calling 








for two million dollars for capital 
improvements. 

Votes on the other six bills were 
as follows: HB 1783—168 yes, 33 
no; HB 1784—169 yes. 32 no; HB 
1785—162 yes, 39 no; HB 1787-— 
162 yes, 39 no; HB 1788—166 yes, 
35 no. On HB 1789, the House 
asked that the intent of the legis- 
lation be more specifically spelled 
out in the Senate so that the exact 
role of the State Library would be 
clarified, where language of the 
legislation is concerned. 

The six bills which have been 
approved by the House have now 
been forwarded to the Senate and 
referred to the State Government 
Committee. Sen. G. Robert Wat- 
kins is chairman of that committee 
and Sen. Albert E. Madigan is 
vice chairman. Other members of 
the Committee are the following:

The success or failure of the li- 
brary development program now 
rests entirely on the action of the 
State Senate. We are close to 
achieving a great forward stride 
in our efforts to bring better library 
service to Pennsylvanians. Let's 
pitch in and work even harder 
NOW for passage of the legisla- 
tion!
